pointed these predictions of his enemies, by ratsing 
men and marching almost day and night a distance of 
200 miles, to the relief of fort Wayue ; immediately 
after which, was the de/eat of the river Raisin, with 
that of Dudley at fort Meigs. By which disasters 
many brave men seemed to despair of our arms, and 
of our ability successfully to carry on the war against 
the suposed invincibles of Great Britain. 

At this critical moment, Col. Johnson was a mem- 
ber elect of Congress, but not being satisfied in that 
situation of ease, whilst his country was bleeding at 
every pore and ina sinking condition, he determined 
to exchange the Cabine A for the tented field, either 
to be the means of changing the current of his coun- 
try’s inisfortunes, orto fall in ber defence ; and, at 
his own request, he was permitted by the Secretary 
of War to raise a regiment of men for the purpove. 
No sooner was this movement made known to the 
Kentuckians, than 1200 men rallied around the stan- 
lard of their country, and with one voice called on 
?. M. Johnson to lead them either to victory or death. 
They, with great dispateh, passed through the State 
of Ohio, and for three months acted as spies and 
rangers on the enemy’s borders on the Lakes. At 
length they were called on to enter Upper Canada in 
company with Generals [Harrison and Shelby, in pur- 
suit of Procgor and ‘Tecumseh, and took the frout of 
the army who made forced marches until the evening 
of the third day, at which time the enemy had prepa- 


i 


red to give battle. 

Having now, my fellow citizens, given you an im- 
perfect sketch of what gave rise to the mounted 
regiment, and its movement in part up to this point, 
I will return to the occurrences of the day we cele- 
brate—having been myself attached to the spies. Af- 
ter we entered into Canada, we were every day 
engaged in close pursuit of the enemy, killing some 
and making others prisoners, until on the evening of 
the 5th of Oct. 1813, the enemy had stopped in their 
retreat, and was prepared to give us battle. And 
here permit me, fellow citizens, to say soinething of 
our perilous situation. At this junction, a white flay 
was borne to our army by some Indian chiefs, who 
proposed to treat w ith us. Our officers directed them 
to turn aside until we had decided the day with 
Proctor and Tecumseh. Accordingly they did so, 
te the number of 12 or 1500 warriors commanded 
hy the notorious and ferocious Maipock, the most 
barbarous and treacherous of all the savages in the 
North. We were one hundred miles in the interior 
of Canada, with a formidable body of Canadians 
in the rear. I did then, end do now, believe, my 
countrymen, that it was a matter of policy on the 
part of those savages to fallin our rear for the pur- 
pose of catting off our retreat; not knowing, then, 
the kind of materials they had to contend with, and 
confidently calculating from their former success, once 
more to gint their brutal and savage appetites, by 
imbruing their hands in Kentucky blood, as they had 
done on former occasions, at the defeats of Raisin, 
and at Fort Meigs, under Dudley. There was not 
an officer or private inthe mounted regiment who 
did not see our perilous situation ; surrounded as 


we were by an overwhelming force in point of num-

Primary Scuoots in Paxssts.—The population of 
Prussia, according to the last census, is 12,726,825 ; 
and there were estimated to be, in I531, 4,767,072 
children ader 14 years of age. ‘The school age, by 
law, is from 7 told. The average mortality at diffe- 
rent periods is such, thatof the children under 14 years 
of age, 3-7ths are estimated to be between 7 and 14; 
which would give in Prussia, 2,043,030 children of 
the school age. The whole numberof children in 
the primary schools in Ie31, was 2,021 ,421—showing 
a differcnce of only 21,609 between the actual number 
and that requived by the laws, which aim at the 
education of every child. And even this difference is 
satisfactorily accounted for by Cousin, with perfeet 
consistency, with the supposition that a/lthe children 
are educated according to the spirit of the law. 

To uceommodate these children, there are inthe 
kingdom, 22,112 puhhe primary schools—of which

indispensable to the lowest class ofthe people, mediums 
schools for ther accommodation. The elementary 
schools, especially in the country, comprise both sexes, 
which are divided only by being placed in the diffe- 
rent parts of the same room. Inthe medium schools, 
the boys and girls occupy different rooms, and have 
no connection with each other. 

Counected with the 22,612 elementary and me- 
dium schools, there are 27,749 masters and mistrese- 
es ; 22,211 masters, and 640 mistresses are connected

a torch in their hands, and advance straight towards 
him, pretending at the same time to fascinate him by 
a senseless jargon. ‘The creature is astounded by 
the noise and glare, and allowing a blanket to be 
thrown over him, is thus dragged but. Bruce locked 
up a goat, a kid and a lamb all day witha Barbary 
hyena which had fasted, and he found the intended 
victims in the evening alive and uninjured. Le re- 
peated the experiment, however, on another occasion, 
during the night, with a young ass, a goat, and a fox, 
and next morning he was astonished to find the whole 
of them, not only killed, but actually devoured, with 
the exception of some of the ass’s bones ! 


ELECTRICITY. 

It is very common for a lecturer upon electricity, 
after explaining fully to his class the fact, that when
